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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 5 and 6, filed 20 March 2006, with respect to 
the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-3 under 35 USC 102 and 103 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon 
further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view Scacchi, 
US006234880B1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Stollberg, US005857896A in view 
of Scacchi, US006234880B1 . '896, discloses the claimed invention, including a truing 
tool for truing an essentially cylindrical grinding worm that is arranged on a tool spindle 
of a machine for continuous generation grinding in the tangential and diagonal process, 
the truing tool comprising: an essentially cylindrical gearwheel 27 having an abrasive 
coating on the surface that is active during truing to profile the flanks of the grinding 
worm; and another gear wheel 28 having an abrasive coating on its circumferential 
surface to adapt the diameter of the addendum circle of the grinding worm; the gear 
wheel and the roll being axial-resistantly and torsion-resistantly connected to a

workpiece spindle of the machine; the gear wheel and the roll are torsion-resistantly 
connected to one another and are connectable axial- resistantly and torsion-resistantly 
with the work piece spindle as a tool unit; and the gear wheel and the roll are a one 
piece unit. '896 does not disclose that the tool to adapt the diameter of the addendum 
circle of the grinding worm is an essentially cylindrical roll. '880, figures 1, 2 and 2a, 
teaches a truing tool for truing an essentially cylindrical grinding worm, the tool 
comprising an abrasive wheel 31 for profiling the flanks of the grinding worm, and an 
essentially cylindrical roll 32 having an abrasive surface to adapt the diameter of the 
addendum circle of the grinding worm. The examiner considers roll 32 to be 
"essentially cylindrical", in that it appears that only the end surface of the roll has a 
frustoconical shape. Note also that the radius is on the addendum circle of the worm.
